Chicago, April 28.—W ith n inly two 
thousand team sters on strik ; writh 
constant accessions being made to 
their num ber and with the express de­ 
term ination of the Employ ars’ asso­ 
ciation to take a firm stand for th ■ 
“open shop” and flcht the team sters’ 
union to a finish, Chicago today to a’l 
appearances stands on the eve of < 
of the greatest industrial upheaval 1 
in her history. 
Rioting has oceurre I 
In various parts 01 tho city, despU ■ 
the strong guards of police., and num­ 
bers of private detectives hired I y 
the Em ployers’ association to protect 
their wagons. 
During the troubles 
three persons w'ere seriously injure I, 
two of whom will probably die. 
The declaration made by the mem­ 
bers of the Em ployers’ association 
that they would promptly discharge 
any team sters who refused to deliver 
j goods or call for them, at the estab­ 
lishm ent of Montgomery W ard & Co., 
brought out the team sters in many 
downtown mercantile houses, and the 
number, it is expected, will be increas­ 
ed largely by tonight. 
In addition to 
these firms the team sters employed 
by a num ber of sm aller concerns were 
called out and the business agents of 
the te am sters’ union declare that by 
tonight they will call on strike 1,000 
truck drivers and thereby cripple to 
a large extent the en tire transporta­ 
tion business in Chicago. 
It was de­ 
clared also that drivers for grocery 
houses which delivered goods to any 
of the firms where a strike exists 
would be ordered to join in the lock­ 
out. 
While the labor leaders were in 
conference delegates of the Chicago 
E m ployers’ association, the Commer­ 
cial Exchange and representatives of 
outside industrial organizations met 
at the Union League club and de­ 
clared that they would flehi to a finish 
for the “open shop” in Chicago. 
At the close of tho meeting Mr. 
Thorne, who was delegated to speak 
for those assembled, made the follow­ 
ing statem ent: 
“The employers are 
of one mind. 
They are determined 
to have th :s city made an ‘open shop.' 
They are tired of standing for slavery 
such as we have endured from labor 
unions in the past. 
The employers 
pay the men for a day’3 work and if 
the men fail to do It they will be dis­ 
charged. 
They cannot tell us with 
whom we shall or shall not do busi­ 
ness. 
We are not m aking any fight 
against the unions as such, but the 
unions of Chicago are evidently de­ 
term ined to run tho business of every 
m erchant in the city, and we are go­ 
ing to show them that they cannot and 
will not be allowed to do it. 
We are 
ready to defend our interests against 
any fight that the team sters and the 
Chicago Federation of Labor may put 
up." 
Subscriptions were taken to 
strengthen the Em ployers’ Teaming 
company, the weapon with which the 
te am sters’ union 
is to be actively 
fought, and President Mark Morton 
of the company, who is a brother of 
Paul Morton, secretary of the navy, 
has over $1,000,000 at his disposal and 
had ample assurances from business 
men that he could have as many times 
that am ount as was necessary. 
The situation is on the whole far 
from reassuring. 
The labor leaders 
say that they will if necessary call out 
every union driver in ( hicago and will 
make appeals to the freight handlers 
and to organizations of railroad men 
lf they find they are not able to win 
the strike by themselves. 
No action 
in this direction has been taken as 
yet, but the officials of the team sters’ 
union say that it v\;!l be undertaken 
just as soon a?' circum stances demand.

These 
items are notes of the National Elec­ 
tric company, the Grand Rapids Edi­ 
son company and S. W. Watkins, and 
are evidently connected with tim fi­ 
nancing of the National Electric com­ 
pany. 
The balance, $192,000, repre­ 
sents unsecured h-ans. the largest one 
being an indebtedness of $ 100,000 to 
the Broadhead estate of which Bige- 
law was executor. 
The assets of the banker are esti­ 
mated at $1,849,800. against which a

placed. The rest of the assets consist 
chiefly of stock in various industrial 
and other enterprises.
